THE YIFTY-FXR9T CONGRESS. 


.Host People Conceding tlie Republi- 


cans a Majority of .Five In the 
House. 


Tha certificates of election of Repre- 


sentatives in the Firty-first Congress 
have been reoaived iu 196 crises, or a 
little over one-half. This gives tw 
Republicans in Kentucky, one in Louis 
ana, 
two in Maryland, four in Mis 


sonii, and throe in North Carolina 
The Evart certificate has not been re 
ceived, although it has baen issued 
Hamilton G. Evart, the Republican 
oandidate in the Ninth North Carolina 
District. No certificate has been is 
sued to Mr. Evaua, the Republican can 
didato who was elected iu the Ctmtta 
nooga (Tenn.) district, but trustworthy 
advices leave no question that Governo 
Taylor intends to give it to Mr. Evans 


The reports from West Virginia tha 


Qov. Wilson intends to take an arbi< 
trary coarse and issue certificates to al 
four Democrats are only half credited iu 
Washington. The men on the inside of 
the Republican councils say two Repub- 
licans from West Virginia will be on the 
roll-call at the beginning of the Fifty- 
first Congress, and cannot be deprived 
of their rights to take part in the organ- 
ization of the House. 
Gov. AVilsou was 


in 
Washington 
last week, and the 


scheme to steal the Congressional dele- 
gation was discussed with Democratic 
leaders. The will was not wanting, and 
ths raports ware thit Wilson declared 
his readiness to go to extremes, but the 
understanding has been that on mature 
reflection the Democrats concluded ii 
would not be safe for them to employ 
revolutionary tactioa. 
The power thej 


were handling was too dangerous. On 
the showing so far made it is now ac- 
cepted by moat people that the Bepub 
licans will have a majority of at least 
five to start with.

He doesn't care about 


going to Europe, but his name will be 
presented to General Hanison for tht- 
Chinese mission. It is understood tba 
the matter has been quietly canvassed 
in New York, and Colonel Grant's am- 
bition meets the approval of his fatberV 
friends and of bis family.

Now th 
fact is 99 per cent, of the questions tba 
come before it are commonplace, an 
have been decided so often before tha 
it is simply a matter of "hashing ovsr ol 
opinions in order to render a new one 
If a question of magnitude comes u] 
the attorneys go over the bearings o 
the case so thoroughly, citing all th 
references and 
developing both fact 


and the law, so that the court need t 
go to no trouble iu the matter of re 
search. If there is anything pnzzhnj 
the whole nine of them retire to a con 


iting room, nml sine men of ordinur; 


intelligence can figure out a decision ou 
any question that could possibly come 
before any tribunal on earth. 
The men 


who have to sweat over original ques- 
tions that make your hair turn gray, tre 
such officials as the Commissioner ol 
Patents, the Commissioner of the Land- 
Office, and tho Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, and they are obliged to accom- 
plish their work off-hand. 
The laws 


which are made by Congress each year 
are often incongruous and sometimes 
almost inexplicable, but these officers 
must take the law and construe it with 
mighty little time to look up its intended 
object. The tangles that the Commis- 
sioner of Patents hai to unravel every 
week would drive any Justice of the 
Supreme Bench into an insane asylum 
nsida of a month.

POSTS. 


Foreign Missions Which Yield I,arge 


Re turns. 


Washington ljost. 


The Spanish Mission pays $12,000 a 


year. There are only four missions 
,hat vpay 
more—Great Britain, Ger- 


many, France and Russia, which pay 
'i!7,500 each. These missions are not 
ought for the money thut is in them, 
however. The salary attached to each 
vill not do much more than Keep up an 
ippropriate establishment for the Minis- 
er. The place that will be sought under 
he new Administration for profit alone 
vill be the Consul-Generalship at Lon- 
don, Liverpool and Paris. The salary 
attached to each of these positions is 


6,000; but this salary represents by far 
he smallest source of income. 
The 


position of Consul-General at London 
s worth $30,000 to $35 OUO a year; the 
>ffice at Liverpool a like amount, and 
he post at Paris very little less. The 


source of income in each of 


hese offices is through fees which the 
Donsul-General is permitted to keep. 
?he Consul-General at Liverpool np- 
oints a Vice-Consul, who is a British 
ubject. 
The same Vice-Consul has 


jeen reappointod regularly by each now 
ncumbent for many years. This Vice- 
onsul can administer oaths. He takes 
lie position with an understanding with 
tie Consul-General that on notarial and 
ther work dons byhiia one-half the fe>- 
oes to his superior. He makes $10,1 OJ 
year, and turns over a like amount or 
>erhaps o little more to the Consul-Gen- 
ral. 
That official has certain fees 


vhich he is allowed by this Govern- 
ment to retain, which more th in double 
liis extra income. As a result he makes 
25,000 to $30,000 more than his salary 
very year. 
There are only two other Consul- 


Generalships that pay as large a salary 
s these three—the post at Itio Janeiro 
nd the one at Havana. These posts 
ave not the attractions of the other 
aree places. 
The fees are compara- 


'vely small, and the climate and sur- 
oxindings are unpleasant. To work in 
ay time in Havana ia almost impossible, 
or the heat is intense. The work must 
e done at night in a room, every open- 
ng to which is guarded by tine wire 
etting to keep out the mosquito pests, 
'he mosquito finds his way in, however, 
nd makes life a burden to the occu- 
ants of the room. It is quite a com- 


mon thing to find a well-flattened mos- 


uito, like a pressed pansy, within the 
olds of a letter from the American Con- 
ul at Havana. Ho has fallen a victim 
o tho wrath of the lettei-wrilor as he 
ibored in the throes of composition, 
'he temperature o£ Havana, too, is 
ery uncertain. The thermometer not 
.neommonly falls fifty degrees in a 
.ight, and the consequences are not al- 
ways pleasant. 


Mr. Miller, the Commissioner of In-

his decision will be to odd two cents 
pound to dairy-made butter colored in 
his Way. 


PRINTERS' INK. 


There is good sense in the following 


from the Carson Appeal: 


When the Board of Examiners in the 
State Capitol refused to authorize the 
advertising of the Constitutional Amend- 
ments passed by the Legislature of 1885 
they set the State back just four years. 


The law was passed for the express 


purpose 
of bringing 
constitutional 


amendments before the eye of each voter 
in the stato, that tho voter could vote 
intelligently thereon. 
Changing the 


organic law of the State should bo 
done intelligently. It is not enough for 
the voter to go to the polls and vote on 
an amendment by number, for ten to 
one he cannot tell what an amendment 
means when he simply sees printed on 
his ballot: 


"Constitutional 
Amendment, 
No. 
XVIII." 


Not one man in one hundred can tell 


what this amendment is when asked on 
the street. For the purpose of posting 
the voter the law was passed, compell- 
ing the publication on two separate oc- 
casions, ninety days before each flection. 


The Board did not sue fit to go to this 


expensp, and the Supreme Court has 
decided that the work rnnat nil bo done 
over ngrtiu. 


The officials at the State Capitol never 


seemed to hava fully realized the valus 
of printers' ink. For years the laws re- 
quiring the advertising of bids for con- 
tracts was systematically violated, un- 
til the Legislature of 1887 passed a 
resolution oalliug State officials to ac- 
eount for their negligence. 


They claim that the laws relating to 


advertising are contradictory and cannot 
be carried out. 
If this be the case 


there should be a general advertising 
law passed at the next session, wbiah 
shall be so plain that no one who can 
rend English can err. 


We think the State makes a great 


mistake when it attempts to economize 
on printers' ink, and this in the opinion 
of the more intelligent taxpayers of the 
State. 


The senseless cry of "printers' oteal" 


goes the rounds whenever a bill comes 
up with the word "publication" in it 
and the same men who cry out against 
it will get up and make speeches in 
favor of granting a railroad franchise 
which they know is a job from top to 
bottom. 


The men who raise the "printers' 


steal" cry in the Legislaturp, merely do 
t to cover up the tracks of their own 
obberies.
